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Since the last Association Newsletter, plans have proceeded 
toward next year’s annual convention. A tentative format for the 
event has been worked out which will meet many of the major 
suggestions offered in the convention evaluation forms. For example, 
the opening general session has been scheduled for mid-morning on 
Thursday, April 20, thereby getting the meeting underway without 
undue delay. The Association business session has been moved to 
Thursday afternoon to insure good attendance and participation. The 
banquet format and presentation has been decided and should meet 
all the constructive suggestions you clearly relayed to us. But we are 
holding back the publicity on this event until later. We are trying 
hard to obtain a speaker of national reknown for the opening general 
session, but it’s too early to confirm anything yet. Work on planning 
good, relevant in-service programs is beginning at this time and will 
receive intensified effort throughout the remainder of the year. Many 
other ideas are being worked on, such as better space arrangements, 
more displays, other varieties of entertainment after the banquet, 
which should make for a top notch convention - all for you. 

To provide some concerted thrust towards meeting next year’s 
attendance goal of 1500, we have sent to each college president in 
the Association a suggested attendance figure for his institution. With 
early budget planning and reasonable promotion at the local level, 
these modest “goals” can be reached and record participation in an 

outstanding convention will be realized. 

In other matters, we have recently expressed concern on behalf 
of the Association to Senators Sparkman and Allen regarding the 
so-called 85-15 requirement by the V. A. (P.L. 94-502). Briefly, the 
rule requires that no more than 85 percent of those attending any 
one program at an institution may be veterans. The main thrust of 
the rule apparently is to eliminate situations where programs have 
been offered to exploit the G. I. Bill. While the problem the V. A. is 
attempting to address is appreciated, it would seem that all 
institutions are being unduly regulated because of the indiscretions 
of a few. 

A suggested change in the law was offered to the effect that the 
85- 1 5 percent rule not be required for established programs, that is,

programs in full operation for two or more years. 

It is now our information that a bill 


co-sponsored by Senators Abourezk and Allen, S. 
236, is currently pending before the Senate Veterans 
Affairs Committee. The bill provides for repeal of the 
85-15 percent ratio part of the law. 

You can readily see your Association is active 
and well. Plans for the annual meeting are well 
advanced at this point, and you will be kept informed 
regularly through the Newsletter on new 
developments.

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Vet’s “85-15 Waiver 

Extended 

On June 10, Max Cleveland, Veterans 
Administrator, extended for one year (until June 28, 
1978) the waiver of counting students receiving Basic 
and Supplemental Educational Opportunity Grants in 
determining the application of the Veterans 
Administration’s “85-15” rule. The “85-15” rule 
negates the eligibility of veterans to receive V. A. 
benefits while enrolled in a course composed of more 
than 85% veterans or students receiving other federal 
or institutional aid. This rule was expanded in 
October by the 1976 G. I. Bill. 

Presently the “85-15” rule affects all colleges 
certifying veterans for V. A. benefits. The “85-15” 
rule in its present form specifies the percentage of 
veterans who can be enrolled in any curriculum and 
be eligible for V. A. certification. If a curriculum has 
85% or more veterans enrolled, no new veterans can 
be enrolled until the number of veterans decreases to 
the point where the overall percentage of veterans 
enrolled within this curriculum is 85% or below.

ACHE Announces New 
AJCCA Representative

As you are aware we have just completed the 
1977 Regular Session and we hope the last Special 
Session that Governor Wallace will call for this year. I 
feel that we got close to a maximum amount of 
money per our division as we possibly could on the 
Education Budget. 

As a legislator, I am particularly proud of the 
Special Committee appointed by Governor Wallace 
which worked long and hard to come up with a 
unified budget. There was only about a two million 
dollar change between this committee’s 
recommended budget and the final approved budget. 
I think the biggest benefits we will receive are salary' 
increases which for nine month personnel were: Rank 
1 - $1,245.00, Rank 2 - $1,360.00, Rank 3 - 
$1,475.00 and Rank 4 - $1,590.00. 

I feel that we are entering an era in which we 
need to take a good look at such benefits as life 
insurance, dental insurance, and better medical 
insurance. Chances are slim that we will receive this 
kind of pay increase next year and we should seek 
these types of benefits as our target for education in 

1978. 

I would like to commend Representatives Bob 
Hall, Hugh Boles, and Joe Brindley for their help in 
passing through the 1977 Education Budget. 

I urge each of you to contact me or any of the 
representatives in the House associated with the 
Junior Colleges if you have any recommendations or 
comments on the upcoming budget. 


Dr. John F. Porter, Jr., Executive Director of 
the Alabama Commission on Higher Education has 
announced two new ACHE professional staff 
appointments. Dr. William O. Blow, a former Dean of 
Instruction at Patrick Henry State Junior College at 
Monroeville, will be assistant director for academic 
affairs. He will be responsible for reviewing proposed 
programs at junior colleges and technical colleges, and 
for coordinating development of role and scope 
planning documents for those institutions. Dr. Blow 
will be the officially designated ACHE representative 
to the AJCCA Executive Committee. 

Dr. Blow received his B. S. from Bob Jones 
University, and his M. Ed. and E.D. in community 
college administration from Auburn University. He 
has served on the faculties at Bob Jones and Athens 
College, and most recently has taught social science at 
Patrick Henry. Married and the father of four 

children, he is a member of the Methodist Church. 

Dr. Proctor has also appointed John H. Napier, 

III, as the new assistant to the ACHE executive 
director. 1 le has just retired as a lieutenant colonel 
from the U. S. Air Force, where he had extensive 
experience in professional military education, as an 
historian, and in public affairs.
